At a formal meeting this 
month, the Board of Trustees 
authorized the building of a new 
dormitory. As there are no funds 
on hand for the construction, 
this was an act of faith taken 
with the hope that alumni and 
friends of Christian education 
would make possible this urgent- 
ly needed addition to the col- 
lege equipment. 


Recently the certified public 
accountants, who make our an- 
nual audits, gave me the seventh 
audit which I have had since 
I was given presidential respon- 
sibilities in February, 1945. It 
was heartening to compare the 
1951 report with that of 1944, 
and to note that there has been 
in this period an increase of 
292% in endowment, 524% in 
endowment income, 275% in 
tuition fees, and 235% in annual 
church contributions. This in- 
creased support has been neces- 
sary so that the college could 
properly care for increased en- 
rollment. 


I hope that all alumni will be 
encouraged by the progress in 
the past few years, and resolve 
fully to support efforts to give 
more students the advantages of 
resident study at Presbyterian 
College.

PC Plans New Dormitory 


Strong Alumni Support Sought in $125,000 Project 


A new dormitory is planned for Presbyterian 
College, and the call goes out to alumni today to 
rally in support of the project. 

The Board of Trustees, assembled in July for 
their semi-annual meeting at the college, authorized 
President Marshall W. Brown to push forward 
with plans for a new dormitory using part of Lau- 
rens Dormitory as the base of the structure. 

Dr. Brown estimates the complete project will 
cost $125,000. It will provide quarters for 100 ad- 
ditional students as well as improve the living con- 
ditions of those who now reside in Laurens. The 
president added: 

“Laurens Dormitory is the only building on the 
campus of which we are ashamed. Actually, little 
has been done for it since its construction more 
than 40 years ago.” 

Dr. Brown pointed out that more dormitory 
space is a pressing need of the college. Lack oi it 
for the past several years has hindered Presbyterian 
in its great strides forward. During the past two 
vears when other American colleges have suffered 
decreased enrollments, PC has been forced to turn 
down applicants for lack of room facilities. He also 
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pointed to crowded conditions among athletes now 
housed in the gymnasium. 

The general design for the proposed new dormi- 
tory already has been submitted by the architect, 
and the front view is pictured above. He is now 
working on detailed plans. 

Laurens will be stripped until only the hull 
remains. Complete new floor plans and design will 
be used in the construction of a fireproof building. 
Two wings will be added to the existing structure 
so that the aerial view is that of an H. An open 
terrace is planned across the front. 

Dr. Brown expressed confidence that Pres- 
byterian’s more than 3,000 alumni would rally in 
support of the new dormitory. It is an impelling 
need which touches upon the pride and loyalty 
of those who spent their college days at Presby- 
terian. 

Laurens was the second dormitory built at PC, 
constructed in 1907 as a gift from the Presbyterian 
Church of the City of Laurens. Alumni Hall, the 
first rooming facilities of the college, stood until 
1942 when it was completely renovated into a mod- 
ern infirmary. Today, as Doyle Infirmary, it is a 
structure in which Presbyterian takes great pride.

College Dips ‘in Red’ 


The pre-Christmas rush of students into the 
armed forces had its effect on Presbyterian Col- 
lege’s 1950-51 budget, the annual audit report re- 
veals. 

PC dipped $5,150.03 into “the red” during the 
year ending May 31, the first deficit suffered by 
the college in the past four years. Officials, in view 
of the abnormal conditions of the past 12 months, 
expressed satisfaction over the relatively small 
loss. It had been predicted to run higher. 

President Brown pointed out that some 80 
Presbyterian students joined the nation-wide rush 
into the armed forces late last fall, a movement 
which was stopped after Christmas with the pas- 
sage of legislation more favorable to college stu- 
dents. Without this mass exodus, PC would have 
shown a surplus. 

Soaring food prices also contributed to the 
deficit. Report on the dining hall indicated this 
important function of the college lost some $14,000 
over the 12-month period, most of it during 1950 
summer school. 

Until this year and for the past several years, 
Presbyterian had been among the minority of col- 
leges which operated with a surplus. A national 
survey showed more than 25 percent of the insti- 
tutions running at deficit.

To Graduate Work 


Twenty-one percent of Presbyterian College’s 
1951 graduates plan to continue their education 
with graduate work in seven different fields. 

The college registrar’s office reports that 22 
of the 105 students who received degrees last June 
have indicated intentions of additional study. 

Ministerial candidates head the list. Thirteen 
students—or 12.4 percent of the graduating class— 
will receive gospel training at five seminaries. 
Four graduates plan to be medical doctors.

For those who prefer a scholarship objective 
for their contribution, a designation can be made 
for such funds to apply toward providing minis- 
terial and athletic scholarships for worthy young 
men. 

Large donations are welcomed, of course, but 
unanimous participation with small contributions 
can prove even more important. For example, $10 
from each of the more than 3,000 alumni would 
net the college over $30,000. So remember the old 
Alma Mater in your annual giving—and remember 
also that gifts to PC are income tax deductible. 

Opening mail items with business reply en- 
velopes attached will be sent to all active alumni 
whose addresses are on file. These envelopes pro- 
vide a convenient method for contributors wish- 
ing to take part in the Fund. Plans also call for 
using class managers to assist in the project.

Football 
Prospects 
Indefinite

Plenty of passing and a variety of offensive 
formations should give Presbyterian another col- 
orful football team this year. That doesn’t mean 
Coach Lonnie S. McMillian expects many victories 
in 1951, but it does mean fans will be able to see 
some splashes of spectacular pigskin antics. 

McMillian does promise a fighting team which 
will take advantage of every “break”. And he has 
just enough “if’s” around to keep the prospect 
of upsets ever present. 

Meanwhile, PC fans can keep this in mind: 
Presbyterian football will be in the reconstruction 
stage this fall. June graduation ravaged the Blue 
Stockings. It took 14 lettermen, including some big 
linemen and the famed ten-second backfield which 
led PC to three victories over four powerful South- 
ern Conference opponents in the past two years. 
And Presbyterian’s 5 and 5 record last season was 
good enough for third place in the state’s overall 
standings. 

The Hosemen face the same rugged schedule— 
one which has been called the toughest among 
the nation’s small colleges—except for Appalachian 
which was dropped to give PC a nine-game slate. 

Coach McMillian expects about 50 candidates 
to report for opening practice on Sept. 1. Thirty- 
eight of these will be squad-members returning 
from last year, with only 16 lettermen among them. 
They will have to hustle from the very opening 
day. PC tackles its first opponent, Southern Con- 
ference Furman, on Sept. 14, so that means just 12 
working days in which to acquire battle efficiency. 

Among these candidates, the Presbyerian men- 
tor believes he will get a number of pretty good 
prospects from high school and junior college. 
Most of these will need more seasoning—possibly a 
year or two—before they reach full effectiveness. 
But if several should be able to step into varsity 
competition by mid-season, then prospects would 
be greatly improved. Four men coming up from 
junior college probably stand the best chance of 
helping right away. 
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Advance ticket orders for 1951 home football 
games—including the big Homecoming celebration 
—can now be made by enthusiastic Blue Stocking 
fans. 

You'll find the ticket application card enclosed 
in this issue, along with a handy schedule to stick 
in the wallet. Priority will be given to ticket ap- 
plications in order received, so fill out the card 
and return it to the Alumni Association along with 
check or money order. 

Expansive plans already are being developed 
to make 1951 Homecoming (Nov. 3) one of the 
best in years. Twelve class reunions will be staged. 
And this year a new note is being added: a banquet 
luncheon will be held at 2 p. m., with all members 
of the reuniting classes sitting together. The regu- 
lar Alumni Association meeting is set to follow the 
banquet, after which old buddies will have the op- 
portunity to renew their friendships and swap 
yarns.

1936, 1941, 1942, 1950, 1951. 


Catawba brings its razzle-dazzle attack to 
provide the opposition for the Homecoming foot- 
ball battle at 8 p. m. It’s a game that has always 
produced high scores and one which is usually 
rated a toss-up. 

The other two home games also are expected 
to produce good football. Presbyterian tangles with 
Western Carolina Teachers on the night of Sept. 
28, and the PC-Wofford battle set for Oct. 20 is 
now considered a major football classic in South 
Carolina. 

So take advantage of the advance ticket ar- 
rangement and be assured the best seats in a 
special section. The project is designed to give PC 
alumni priority. There is no limit on tickets. Ad- 
vance orders close on Sept. 1, and all tickets will 
be mailed applicants promptly on that date. Make 
your check payable to the Presbyterian College 
Alumni Association. 


At this point, the Blue Stockings look to be 
fairly strong in three departments—passing, back- 
ing up the line and end play. On the weak side 
are: a shortage of fast backs to spark the running 
attack and extreme lack of depth at the important 
guard and tackle positions. PC’s defensive back- 
field play also looked weak in spring practice. 

In an effort to get the most out of his offensive 
possibilities, McMillian plans to use a number of 
formations and to switch them as the occasion 
arises. He employed the split-T almost entirely 
for the past few years, having had fast backs to 
handle the job. Now he also will throw in a bit 
of single-wing, the box and occasionally the double- 
wing attack. The box is designed to give the passers 
more time to work. And with backfield speed re- 
duced, PC will have to count more on good block- 
ing to shake runners loose.

They will be throwing to three glue-fing- 
ered pass-receivers in Ends Joe Kirven, Luke 
Wheeler and John Harper. 

With better running to mix with this passing 
attack, PC should be able to rack up yardage. Half- 
back Kirby Jackson and Fullback Ted Sasser prob- 
ably hold the key to this question mark. Both have 
plenty of speed, but neither has developed to his 
fullest potentialities as yet. This may be the year. 

Presbyterian has probably the best line-backer 
in the state in Bud Neely, who plays tackle on 
offense. He’s the main reason—along with Guard 
Bo Atkinson—why Coach Lonnie Mac isn’t worried 
about this department. 

Three linemen who were being counted on 
heavily for this fall have been eliminated because 
of scholastic difficulties. This “break” could mean 
the difference in the result of one or two games, 
but college officials insist that athletes must main- 
tain a proper standard of class work. 

Fortunately, Line Coach Sid Varney gave his 
sophomores plenty of experience last year. This 
means the Hosemen will field a fairly strong—if 
light—starting forward wall composed of Tackles 
Tommy Sheriff and Cedric Jernigan and Guards 
Wade Camlin and Atkinson. However, lack of re- 
serves for these positions will mean headaches.

In order to meet the rising costs and te con- 
tinue functioning on a high level, Presbyterian has 
instituted a small increase in fees: $35 increase in 
board; $10 in room fee. 

At the time of the 1951 audit, PC’s endowment 
stood at $586,260.88 and the total plant value at 
$1,038,567.65. Church contributions from the Synods 
cf South Carolina and Georgia totaled $69,269.27. 

In pointing to the church contributions, Dr. 
Brown paid high tribute to the two supporting 
synods for their outstanding cooperation of the 
past year. He said such indication of increasing sup- 
port enabled him to look to the future with ccnfi- 
dence.
